This office treats the field of 
guidance with major emphasis up- 
on educational and vocational prob- 
lems, with recognition of the other 
phases of the student's life. The 
following alms have been kept con- 
stantly in mind. To assist the stu- 
dent to develop his native powers, 
capacities and skills: to understand 
lus possibilities and limitations for 
academic .-.nd vocational competi- 
tion: to provide an office to which 
all students may come with their 
individual problems: to provide an 
office to which the faculty may 
send a student for advice and con- 
sultation, and to assist Uie presi- 
dent and the various deans at all 
times. i 

The work is not merely the giv- 
ing of aid to a student when some 
problem arises; an attempt Is made 
to assist the student to maintain 
his normal life In relation to the 
whole of his experience. Person- 
nel work in part, is instruction and 
self -direction, a process— not a con- 
clusion. 

The office readily recognizes that 
every student lias problems or dif- 
ficulties. Without being "problem 
cases." all student are confronted 
with a multitude of problems, 
many ol which they can not solve 
of these

striving to assist all students of the 
University who have these types of 
problems and to lend aid to the 
dean of men and dean of women 
when assistance is desired.
